that ho dots not now (if ho over did) re 
prefeatthe sentiments of the peoi)lo of 
Cariboo. Indeed, how could be bo ex- 
pected to understand the Boctiments and 
feelings of a distriot that bo baa scarce- 
ly visited during the past six years? Elect- 
ed to represent tho district of Cariboo in 
1871, Mr. Walkem entered tho McCrcight 
Government iu 18712. Emitting to tins De 
Cosmos Government ill 1873, be became 
Atloiney-<Jentral and visited bis cousti 
tnents in tbe summer of the sanio year, 
with all tho pomp and ciroiimstanco that 
upod to attend tbo triumpbal marches of 
the lutG Sir Jnng Baliadodr of Neinuii, in 
a carriij£o and pair piocured with public 
moricy, nrn) tho euiiro ei]icuau of tho trip 
whicli amounied to some $2200, waa de- 
frnyet! Irom the public exchequer (Heo 
Public Accounts, 1873.) From 1873 till tho 
fall of 1875 Cariboo saw no' more of its 
eeaior repre^oniattTO. Tbenba went back 
bub oaly to seek re-clectioa at tbo kaads 
of a t(;0-indu]nenl eonslituency ; and the 
publiu wna c-alknl on to defiay tire cost of 
the electioiioi i iuR trip. (See Publio Ao 
CouiitH, 1S7,').) Since 1875 Curiboo has 
known Mr. Waikem not. For many 
montiiu hi! was even a stranger to 
th'3 l-rovince— having passed the greatr 
er portion of last year in California. Wo 
say thai a uicmbor nhu does nut viait his 
cousti t lie 111 s iiu)i-o f 1 (Ml lu-ntl^' tlnin twice 
iu six yt ars is iiicinnpefenl to jiid(,'o of 
their rcqiiii luneiit.s or to represent them. 
For a re|)rosentativo to bn of viiluo and 
Utility to a constituoucj' tho opportuni- 
ties for oonferenoa 1 aboald be frequent.

That 
Mr. Walk<>ui thinks tho ledgn is not a 
paying ouo. But what does Mr. "Waikem 
know of tho value of tho ledgo ? As wo 
have shoAvn, be knows. little about the re- 
quirements and less abput the resources 
of his district, which he has not visited 
for two years and will novor ■sisit again— 
at his own oxponso; yet ho assumes 
to sneer at a rasourco which many of his 
coustifcueuts, ^be . OpTernmept, and Mr., 
Davie are dofng'all.in ttieir povor to' en- 
courage.,. ,.u. V .. . 

Mr. ,DaTi0 vill .make a good Cabinet 
officer: nnd despite the sneers and inuen- 
does of Mr. Waikem s n 1 f he micy Rplut 
lering of Captain livans, we anticipate his 
triumphant return bya handaoiuo miijo ity 
That ho lias incurred tho enmity of Mr. 
Wulkom becaupo by his independence bo 
succeeded iu makii'g hiiuiiolf more useful 
to Iho district than oithor of hisoolleagues 
has dnnp, is not to bo wondered at. Tbo 
man who b is no en( mies is not much good 
for anythiuR; ho is made of the kind of 
matoiial that is so onsiiy worked overyono 
has n hand iu it. Bucauso Mr. Davio is 
not made of that ductile atutr— because bo 
thinks for himself and speaks what ho 
thinks — we do not wonder that ho has 
onemioa. They are as necessary to hiia 
as fresh air; tbey keep him alive aud ac* 
tive. A cdebrated .obarooter, who was 
surrounded with enemies, used to re 
mark: "Thoy aro apaiks whioh, if you 
do not blow, will go out of themselves." 
Let the poor fellows talk and threaten. It 
i a all tbey can- do; and their venomous 
untruths will soon destroy their authors.

Address by the Irish Oatholios to th* 
Pope. 

The following is a copy of tho ad 
dress which will bo presented to the 
Po;-)o by a party of Irish Catholic 
Canadians who sailed from New York 
in the Oity of Brussels: — 

Most Holy Father:— The glad tid- 
ings of this privileged feast of Your 
Holiness reached the children of St. 
Piitiick who live in tho distant country 
of Canada, aud in tlio joy of their 
hearts thoy coimniaaionod us to cany 
lo tho feofc of Your Hohnesa their 
heartfelt congratulations, their filial 
obedience, and their ]ovinf» gifts. 

As the reprfisentatives of the Catho- 
lics of the four dioceses of the eccles- 
iastical province of Toronto, and also 
of the Irish Catholic inhabitants of the 
city of Montreal and of the diocese of 
Ottawa, iu tho province of Quebec, wo 
loft our dibtaiiL homos, with the cordial 
blessings oi' our veiioiatod prelates, in 
order to share in this unique festival 
of the catholic world, -and bear our 
testimony to the universal joy and 
tbankfulnoss with which your children 
in every region of tho earth hail the 
fiftieth aiiniveisaiy of the episcopal 
conaocration of Your Uoliness. 

In those most evil aud perilous times 
tlio preservation of the life of Your 
Holinesy beyond the days of Peter, 
and far beyond the term allowed to 
any in tho long lino of his succesaora, 
WG regard as a clear manifestation of 
tho providence and love of God for His 
Church. Since the first ages of Chris- 
tianity, never, nt any previous period, 
did the flock of Jesus Christ obey moro 
implicity and moro loviuglyHia vicar on 
earth, and never did thoy adhere more 
firmly to hiui as tho unchangeable 
oeutro of Catholic unity. All true 
Catholics love, with a passionate love, 
their aged Pontiff, seeing bim robbed 
of all that violence ooukl take away; 
seeing every principle of justice aud 
every law of society violated with im- 
punity in his sacred person^ whilo tho 
heads of oivli goTurnmont in Europe — 
the official guardians of public right — 
either liercoly persecute him or timidly 
and tjeaoheroualy look on as outrage 
after outrage is being heaped upon 
him. 

Most Holy Father, in the midst of 
so many and such grievous trials, your 
indomitable coLirai,'e has sustained you 
in tlio faithful discbarge of the duties 
of your divine otlico. Eegardless of 
earthly consequences, you proclaim to 
rulers aud to subjects alike, with infal- 
iable authority, the divine laws on 
the observance of which depends the 
stability aiui iinppiuess of human so- 
ciety. Disregarding the solemn pro- 
tests of Your Holineas, and in defiance 
of justice the Governments of Europe 
sanctioned, at least, by connivance, 
tho spoliation of rights the most sac- 
rod. The condition of Europe at this 
moment is the nutiiral consequence of 
the fatal error then committed. The 
savage right for brute force, substi- 
tuted for justice ond moral duty, pre- 
sents tho sad spectacle of governments 
that exist only by the multitude of 
their soldiers, and of peoples who are 
banded together in widespread con- 
spiraoies aud lire in a state of chronic 
revolution. 

Those evils go on increasing until 
Christian society, alarmed for its own 
oxistonce, will return in good faith to 
fc le saving principle of truth,justice,and 
moral duty, so often and so solemnly 
proclaimed by Your Holiness. The 
crimes of physical force agaiust Your 
Holiness, uyainst the Catholic Church, 
must bo expiated by tho full restora- 
tion of all plundered rights aud pos- 
sessions. Then, and only then, will 
human society cease to be agitated, and 
under the shield of justice, enjoy so- 
curitr and repose. 

Most Holy Father, the prayers of 
3'our children are daily offered to God 
to preserve Y^our Holiness to boo the 
liiml and complete triumph of the 
Church. Wo know that tbe "eterual 
oiown" nlono can fully reward tbe 
prolonged sorrows and sacrifioos of 
Your Holiness iu defending the cause

IBank Kanagement in Belgium-A Cash- 
ier's Confession and •what Came of it, 

Tho Brussels correspoudont of a Lon* 
don nowspapor furnishes some singular 
particulars with reference to 'the manage- 
ment of banks in Bolginm, Two respect- 
ed citizens of tbo little town of Huy, not 
far from Liege, recently created quite a 
sensation in tho place. Ono was the Man- 
ager, the other tho Cashier, of tho local 
brau'jh of tho Eauquo Nationalo. For 
some time tho Cashier has been helping 
himself to other people's money until ut 
length thoro was a deficiency of about 
$30,000. He determined to make a full 
confession 'of his guilt to the Governor of 
tho Bank of Brussels, and he at onco com- 
municated his intention to tho Manager 
aforemontionod. But tho Mannger had 
also been guilty of of a similar irregulari- 
ty, and as any confession made by tho 
ono would load to an investigation which 
would result in tho detection of theotker, 
he attempted to dissuade'bis' fellow-swin- 
dler from carrying btit his intentiohl Fail- 
ing iu this, ho tired a revolver at the Cash- 
ier, seriously wounding him, and, to save 
his life, ho undertook to givo up certain 
doonmenla which would inculpato the 
Manager, and to tako tho rospon' ibility 
of the defalcation upon himself. Ho did 
aot keep his won!, and both have been 
Bontonced to long terms of imprisonment. 
During the tiial it was shown that tho 
Cashier, who was originally a messenger 
at the bank, had only SlOO a year when 
appointed to the office in 1870, only $200 
iu 1872, and in 1875 only $320 a year for 
salary, 

Tho case of a clerk in tho service of the 
Banque do Belgique is not yet forgotten. 
Ho had a salary of §750 a ysar, had found 
it insni&cient to support bim in tho posi- 
tion in sooirty in which, in his opinion, he 
was entitled to move. It is related of him 
that ho kopt up au establishment which 
placed him iu tho foremost rank of the 
fftshionables in Bru'isels. He accomplish- 
ed this, not out of his own salary, but out 
of the bank iunds. Before he was found 
out be had amboz^lod 20,000,000 fnhos, 
or about $400,000; 

(3r«ftt Iliot in Limerick 

On Sunday, April 8th, a dreadful riot 
between soldiers and civilians ocourrpd 
in Limeriok. About seven o'clook batches 
of soldiers of tho Wih. Kegiment issued 
forth fiom bariuacka with sticks in their 
hands, •nd half an hour later about 70 or 
80 of them assembled in Bank Place, and 
having got ths word of command from 
one of the body, thsy, with sticks and 
baits, made a precipitate, indisoriminate 
attack on tho civilians who, happened to 
be on tho streets. The shouting tyhich 
prevailed brought hundreds of civilians 
on tho scone, and in an instant a terrific 
•barge was made ou the military. The 
fighting was continued with fury us far as 
the end of Patricic street. A lurgo body 
of police now. arnved, arnd dashing with 
drawn swords between the cojubatants 
beat back the rrowd. Tho soldiers made 
a hasty retreat, but a second police force 
surrounded them, andsuocoeded in arrest- 
ing twenty. The rest, made for the now 
barrnckB, but received somo rough usage 
on the way— the civilians pursuiug them 
with stones,- and Wounding many. All 
the public bouses the soldiers frequented 
were besieged by the civilians, who beat 
any- man they happened to find. Ono 
public house at Mount Kennet ia a com- 
pleto wreck. Tho cause of tho bad feel- 
ing that exists consists in the belief that 
the recent robbery of tho chalii-o from tbe 
Roman Catholic Church at Kiltintinane, 
near Oratloe, County Clare, was perpe- 
trated by some soldiers of tbe 90th Begi- 
mout. 

Mr. Sidlivan and Dr. Kenealy. 

Writing on tho recent fracas in the 
House of Commons between Mr. Sullivan 
and Dr. Kouealy, tho London Globs re- 
marks:— "Mr, Sullivan's speech delivered 
in the House was. if its real import be re- 
garded, quite as flagrant an insult to bis 
adversary as the conduct of tho latter 
afterwards was to him. It differed from 
tho short speech of Dr. Kenealy in being 
moro elaborate and loss direct, but sur- 
passed it in the breadth and comprohen- 
Biveneas of its invective, while it was ut- 
tered publicly before the whrle House. 
If it is true, as Dr. Kbuealy stated, that 
Mr. Sullivan was rejieating with piide to 
his frionds outside tho expressions 'cow- 
aid' and 'slave,' which ho bad applied 
under a tramqjarent veil to tho editor of 
tho Eii'jliahmdn , thoro was certainly ])ro- 
vocation for the retort. If the expression 
'liar' bo fairly balanced ugaiiit 'slave' and 
'oowar'l,' spoken (ir.-t in the Houbo aud 
then reiterated in tho lobby, no unpreju- 
diced person will maintain that the gen- 
tleman who used thn first is a much great- 
er oircndor than the ono who used tho 
last. Dr. Kenealy lias undoubtoiily had 
tho worst oi it in the discreditable squab- 
ble. But it will be as well for Mr. Sul- 
livan not to sing too loud a ptu.iu over bis 
apparent victory, and to remember that 
altboagh it was his adveri<ary who was 
censured by the House, he will iiot bim- 
«elf be considered by the general public 
as much less worthy of reproof."
